New York, Jan. 
Field, of Chicago, millionaire mer 
chant and a leader in the dry goods 
trade of the world, died at the Hoi 
land House in this city at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon after an illness ex- 
tending over more than a week, be- 
ginning with a bad cold and develop- 
ing quickly into pneumonia which 
affected both lungs. Mr. Field, 
though 70 years of age, made 
fight against the disease which ii 
pressed the attending physicians as 
being braver and stronger than 
would have been expected of a man 
many years his junior. 

Mrs. Field and otfter members of 
the family were with him when he 
lapsed into the period of uncon- 
sciousness which ended in death. 

Wonderful Success. 

Chicago, Jan. 16. -Marshall Field 
was without question the greatest 
and most successful merchant of his 
generation and he was one of the 
world's richest men, his wealth be- 
ing estimated at anything from 
$100,000,000 to $200,000,000. He 
was a native of Conway, Mass., 
where he was born in 1835. His 
father was a farmer and- Mr. Field 
obtained his education in the 'public 
schools of Conway. At the age of 
17 he became a clerk in a general 
country store in Pittsfield, Mass., 
where he remained for four years. 
He came to Chicago in 1856 and be- 
gan his career in this city as clerk in 
the wholesale dry goods establish- 
ment of Colley, Wadsworth & Co. 
During the four years he remained 
with this house he showed marked 
commercial ability and in 1860 he 
was given a partnership. The lat* 
Levi Z. Leiter was also connected 
with the firm, and in 1865 the two 
young men withdrew and, 
pany with Potter Palmer, they or- 
ganized the firm of Field, Palmer 
& Leiter, which continued until 1867, 
when Mr. Palmer withdrew and the 
firm became Field, Leiter & Co. 
This continued until 1881, when Mr. 
Leiter retired and the firm became 
known as. Marshall Field & 
Co., as it is today. The house 
forged to the front very rapidly and 
it is now the largest enterprise of 
its kind in the world, having numer- 
ous branches throughout Europe 
and Asia. 

The greatest merchant in the 
world was a slender man of medium 
height. When he looked up his face 
was kindly and the clear gray eyes 
shot keen, penetrating glances out 
from under the shaggy eyebrows. 
The gray hair was sparse around the 
forehead, and the heavy mustache 
was perfectly white. His presence 
was impressive; he was dignified but 
not severe; alert but seemingly sad, 
strong but sympathetic, business- 
like but considerate of the feelings 
of others. These were said to be 
the secrets of his success: He never 
gave a note; he never bought stock 
on margins; he never borrowed; he 
bought for cash and never gave over 
sixty days' credit. Mr. Field's home

IGNORES A FRANCHISE 



Representative Says Work 
of Installing System Will 
Begin This Year.

An officer of the Nashville Home 
Telephone Company on Saturday 
made the positive statement that 
that company would begin the in- 
stallation of a telephone system in 
Nashville during the present year, 
and that in the central part of the 
city its wires would be put in the 
same excavation with the other 
wires of the city. It had made per 
sistent efforts to secure a franchise 
from the city, but both the bills 
granting it a franchise, which were 
introduced in the City Council, were 
rejected. The company desired to 
treat the Council with due deference 
by pursuing the course commonly 
pursued by companies proposing to 

(tablish utilities, such as a tele- 
phone plant, in the city, and, there- 
fore, applied to it for a franchise, or 
rather asked to submit the question 
of granting it a franchise to the 
qualified voters of the city. 

Now that its efforts to secure a 
franchise from the Council by legiti- 
mate means had proved unavailing 
it proposed to establish a telephone 
plant in Nashville without further 
dickering with the Council, and 
within a period of two years it ex- 
pected to install 6,000 telephones in 
this city. The company considered 
it had a legal right to install a tele- 
phone plant in Nashville and it is be- 
lieved that no person, natural or 
artificial, could legally prevent it 
from accomplishing its purpose. 

It is believed the company propos- 
es to install a plant in Nashville un 
der the law passed by the Legislature 
in 1885, which confers on telephone 
companies a right to construct, 
erateand maintain telephone lines 
"along and over the public highways 
and streets of the cities and towns 
of this State, or across and 
under the waters, and over any 
lands or public works belonging to 
this State, and on and over the lands 
of private individuals, and upon, 
along and paraelel to any of the rail 
roads or turnpikes of this State, and 
on and over the bridges, trestles or 
structures of said railroads." It is 
said that already twenty-two tele- 
phone exchanges are operated in 
towns of Tennessee under thislaw.-

Amoug these* 
we must of course Include tbe bli 
prey, for there Is no hour of the c 
night but some of them are a 
hunting for food, be It dorred or 
ered. During the day the hawks 
In broad circles, high above the 
watching the smaller birds which flit 
across tbe snow fields or which gai 
In flocks among the evergreens. 
«igbt the owls pass aoftly overh 
now stooping on noiseless wing 
snatch a Bleeping crow from his perch 
now striking a grouse, aa she crouches 
in tbe snow. 

It is surprising how destructive even 
a small bird can be when equipped by 
Nature for the work of killing. Last 
winter a Northern shrike came tin 
my garden and played havoc with 
flock of tame chickadees which fre- 
quented our lilac bushes. His hawk 
like bill alone proclaimed bis trade; 
his feet looked no more formidable 
than those of a robin. But he killed 
several of my chickadees before 
caught him at it; after that he killed 
no more. Swiftly but silently be work- 
ed, in pursuit of a single chickadee. 
Tbe latter seemed to realize his dan- 
ger fully, and, scolding incessantly, 
flitted from point to point, followed 
by the shrike, who paused on a branch 
for a moment after each swoop, and 
then darted again like lightning. But 
by and by the chickadees became so 
excited that he left tbe cover of the 
bushes, and dew out across tbe open 
The shrike was after him Instantly, 
and, after some doubling and turning, 
bore bis little victim to the ground 
and quickly killed him. 

Mink and weasels too are active en- 
emies of birds in winter, and though 
they get only those which they are 
able to seize on the ground, they prop- 
ibly destroy a good many. They are 
ireless creatures, covering a consider- 
ble area of country in a day, and find- 
ng here an exhausted pheasant, there 
i starving quail and elsewhere a 
grouse imprisoned beneath the crusted 
■now. These lithe, longbodied ani- 
mals are probably much more destruc- 
tive to bird life during tbe nesting 
season, when sharp eyes and noses 
may detect the presence of countless 
fledgling field sparrows, towbees. bob- 
olinks and others, whose homes are on 
the ground. Nevertheless, when we 
their foot-prints in the snow and 
find blood and bunches of feathers on 
be trails, we know that they are busy 
n wiuter as well. 

Koxes, 1 am inclined to think, do lit- 
tle harm In winter To be sure they 
get an occasional grouse or quail, 
sometimes under the snow, sometimes 
Dove it.
